With this, o! course, Judge 
Benne'.t, of the Janesville circuit, conld 
have nothing to do. 
He wea merely 


called upon to decide, in the case of the 


idgsrlon school, whether the reading of 
:ho bible was sectarian teaching in the 
meaning of the law, atd as ILe law dooi 
not exclude the Catholic bible, ht was 
clearly right iu deciding against tbe 
Catholic petitioners. It is claimed thai 
the children of Catholics ore not required 
to listen to tho reeding, nnd that the 
:ime 
devoted to the reading does not 


effect tbe Calholio children, who are 
permitted to study during that time 


Until a recent period opposition'to a 


divorce of religion from educaiion in tbo 
pablio schools has come almost exclu- 
sively from the Roman Catholics. The 
Protestants slrngglod for tho reading of 
tbe bible in school simply as a recogni- 
tion of God, while the Roman Catholics 
objected to bible reading without author- 
itative interpretation. 
The latter look 


upon education which is not exprcstly 
founded on religion as worse than no 
education. Since, for the most part, such 
religions instruction as tbe Catholics de- 
mand has been denied in the public 
schools, tbe decree hna been issued for 
the establishment of Catholic schools in 
eyery parish and the withdrawal of all 
ibo children ot Catholics from, the pablio 
schools. 
This has been followed by fl 


demand for a share of tbe pablio school 
fand3 for the support of tbo Catholic 
schools. At ths recent celebration of the 
triduam in honor of De la Sallo, at St. 
Patrick's cathedral in New York, Bishop 
Chatard, of Indiana, mads a positive de • 
rnnnd for a share of the pnblio school 
fund to Bupport the parochial schools. 


We have a right to tbitmoney," hetaid 
"it is ours and we should have it." He 
calculated that tbo Catbolio pacoobial 
schools in this country co&t £0,000,000 0 
year, "which ought to coffio from (he 
state to ns." He spoke ofi,"lhe injustice 
tho state is doing tie in leaving us with- 
out ony help from tie funds which be- 
long to us because we will not accept 
tha system which excludes religion from 
tho schools." 


Recently, Protestants have begun to

Hodge, of Princeton 
college, took this attitude. He declared 
that "every school must of necessity be 
either Christian or un-ohriatian, and thai 
there is no such thing as neutral educa- 
tion;" that "the Sabbath school and 
church cannot teach history and science, 
and therefore cannot rectify the anti- 
christian history and science taught by 
tho public schools," He then asks this 
notable question: "In view of tbo entire 
situation, ehall we not all of us who real- 
ly believe in God giro thanks to Him 
tbat He has preserved tbe Roman Cath- 
olic ohnroh in America to-day true to 
that theory of education on which our 
fathers founded the public schools and 
which have been so madly perverted ?' 
President Seelye, of Amherst college, has 
expressed similar views.
